They Might Have Escaped, but Like 


Brave Men Stopped to Fight the 


Fire, and Were Overcome by 


Smoke and Gases. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 34.—A terrible 


holocaust took place in the Oregon Im- 
provement Co.'s mine at Franklin, 
thirty-four miles from this city at 1 
o'clock yesterday afternoou, and al- 
ready thirty-seven dead bodies have 
been recovered from the mine. It is 
known that many others are im- 
prisoned in the fiery furnace, but the 
number is only a matter of conjecture 
as yet. 


The first news of the tragedy was re- 


ceived in this city \>y Manager Smith 
at 1:20 o'clock this afternoon in the 
shape of a telegram from the mine 
superintendent which stated that the 
mine was afire and that many miners, 
both white and black, were impris- 
oned. 


Later a telegram was received read- 


ing substantially as follows- "Thirty- 
seven dead bodies were taken out and 
it is supposed there are more to be re- 
covered." 


What proportion of the dead men are 


white, and what proportion are black 
cannot at present be learned, but the 
officers say they are equally divided. 


Wives, children and comrades of the 


dead men are frantic with grief, and 
form a picture that would move the 
strongest to tears. 


A telegram at 4:30 o'clock stated that 


the fire ife out and the damage is not so 
extensive as at first supposed. The 
smoke had the effect of deceiving the 
men as to the extent of the fire. No 
more bodies have beeen recovered, but 
men are now engaged in exploring the 
mine. 


A driver on the sixth north level was 


the first to see the fire. Notice was 
sent to the men inside wjio were work- 
ing in different places. As soon as it 
was known that there was a fire many 
of the men in the gangways rushed 
back to notify their comrades, while 
others fled pell inell for the main shaft. 
It is known that all the men in the 
breasts reached the gangway in safety. 


In all about seventy men were at 


work in the sixth level, and of that 
number about forty lingered to fight 
the fire. These are thought to havs 
constituted all those lost. 


The breast was burning fiercely, and 


before the miners were aware of it the 
fire had communicated to breasts Nos. 
60 and 61. Several of the men at breast 
62 took warning and fled. It is 
evident that 
all 
the 
men had 


time to come out, for those at work 
in the farther breast reached the shaft 
in bafety, while those who were near- 
est the shaft perished. They evidently 
were of the impression that they were 
bafe from the fire, but while they ling- 
ered the smoke issued from some out- 
side place farther bouth. 


The bodies were all tound within a 


space of 500 feet. Many were piled on 
top of each other, indicating that while 
in the throes of death they had sought 
escape, and stumbling over the pros- 
trate forms of their comrades, were un- 
able to rise. 


Several men were badly bruised, and 


one colored man was taken out with a 
broken neck, their wounds indicating 
that they threw themselves against 
posts and timbers of the gangway in a 
wild and desperate endeavor to escape. 
But a majority of the bodies bear no 
marks at all, not even a scratch, and 
their features were in quiet repose, in- 
dicating that their death had been a 
bpeedy and painless one.

DUN'S TRADE REVIEW 


An Improvement In Trade All the 


More Satisfactory 


BECAUSE ROT AMOUHTIfiG TO i BOOM. 


A Gradual Increase in Nearly An Lines 


of Business and Manufacture—The 


Damage to Corn, Though Severe 


Not so Bad as Expected. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade issued to- 
day says: 


Changes during the past week have 


not been definite nor very complete. 
As the president's final decision re- 
garding the new tariff is assured, but 
not yet certainly known, part of the 
hesitation which 
appears may be 


attributed 
to 
the 
-uncertainty 


which must soon terminate. Other 
condititions, if not entirely favorable, 
have at least not changed for the worse 
during the past week. The injury to 
corn is less than many apprehended, 
but is still believed to have reduced 
the yield about 500,000.000 bushels. 
The strike of coke workers and coal 
miners has ended and while the lock- 
out of cotton operatives is important, 
it affects the earnings and livelihood 
of a much smallei numoer. 


The business so long delayed by 


tariff uncertainties begins to come 
forward, so that transactions in many 
departments are larger than of late, 
and on the whole larger than at the 
time of especial stagnation lost year, 
but it is still too soon to determine 
how far the satisfaction of postponed 
demands will set idle hands at work, 
or raise transactions toward the normal 
volume. But it is a healthy sign that 
the gain thus far is gradual and not 
spasmodic or flighty in appearance. 


In all the great industries some in- 


crease in demand for products has ap- 
peared, and the boot and shoe trade 
continues to lead others in recovery, as 
shipments from the east not only ex 
ceed last year's largely, but surpass 
those in August of previous years. 
Economy appears here in purchases of 
cheaper qualities rather than in pur- 
chases of fewer pairs or cases, and the 
demand is largely for speedy delivery, 
reflecting unusual reduction of stocks. 


The cotton manufacture, which has 


been employing a larger proportion of 
its normal force than most others, and 
accumulating goods greatly in advance 
of current demands, has about 23,000 
workers on strike at Fall River and 
New Bedford to resist a proposed re- 
duction of wages, and the mills have 
been closed with the apparent expecta- 
tion that the difficulty will last some 
weeks. A somewhat increased demand 
for goods has appeared, but perhaps 
not yet as great as many have antici- 
pated. 


In the iron and steel manufacture 


the demand for finished products in- 
creases, but is at present not as large 
as the capacity of the works which 
have endeavored to resume operations, 
»o that their competition results in 
prices nearly as low as have been 
reached at any time. A moderate gain 
in transactions is seen at Philadelphia, 
though finished products there are 
weaker; and at New York no change 
yet appears, while at Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland there is more buying, but at 
Chicago considerably leas than of late. 
Several more furnaces have gone into 
operation, notwithstanding the scarc- 
ity of water supply at Connellsville 
and consequently of coke, and prices 
of pig iron are not further depressed. 


A moderate increase is seen in the 


woolen mills in operation, and Agents 
who have offered spring goods, gener- 
ally at a reduction of about 12K per 
cent from last year's prices, have taken 
orders for considerable quantities; but 
there is still great uncertainty about 
the extent and effect of foreign com- 
petition in may important classes, par- 
ticularly of the better grades of goods, 
and as this must continue for months, 
the adjustment to new conditions must 
be gradual. 


About 1,600,000,000 bushels is now the 


more common estimate of yield of 
corn, which will leave nothing for ex- 
port, and, falling below a full supply 
for feeding, will materially 
affect 


prices of meats for the coming year. 
Wheat has been stronger in spite of 
favorable reports that a yield of 500,- 
000,000 bushels or more is now ex- 
pected. Receipts at the west for the 
week were 4,904,228 bushels, against 
2,724,140 last year, and Atlantic ex- 
ports only 1,437,435 bushels, against 
2,050,434 last year. 


Hog products are only a shade strong- 


er. Cotton fell a shade mainly on ac- 
count of curtailment of consumption 
by the strikes, but recovered. Ac- 
counts from the south continue to 
promise a yield considerably larger 
than that of 1993. 


Money markets continue to reflect a 
legitimate increase of commercial de- 
mand, which comes mainly from dry 
goods commission houses, but it is 
noted that although the last week of 
August is at hand, the requirement* 
from the west and south for crop 
moving purposes are by no means of or- 
dinary magnitude. Foreign exchange 
has been a shade stronger, though 
domestic exports of products from 
Kew York have been for three weeks 


, *" 81,477,000, or 6 per cent, less than last 


year, the decrease in imports having 
been only 8400,000 In the same weeks. 
Foreign capital appears to be doing 
scarcely anything at present in Amer- 
ican securities, and the advance of $1 
per share in railroad stocks and 91.40 
in trusts this week has been due to 
speculative operations on the floor. 


Railroad earnings in August hare 


been 1 per cent larger than last year, 
bat 14.9 per cent, smaller than in 1883, 
although it is observed that in ton- 
nage many of the leading railroads wra 
now doing better than two years afro. 


The treasury has gained a little in

A year ago this week payments 


through clearinghouses dropped 34 per 
cent., railroad earnings 16 per cent., 
thirty iron works stopped and half the 
cotton mills at Fall River, and there 
were 410 failures, of which only nine 
aggregated liabilities of 
86,400,000. 


The exchanges this week are larger 
than last year by 19.6 per cent, al- 
though they are 18.4 per cent, below 
those of 1892. 
The liabilities of firms failing for the 


second week of August amounted to 
only $1,618,809, and for the last three 
weeks to only $7,262,076, of which $2.- 
833,208 were of manufacturing, and $3,- 
587,329 of trading concerns. 


The failures for the week ended on 


the 24th were 234 in the United States, 
against 410 last year, and 29 in Canada, 
against 20 last year.

Late Mall Advices from Japan—Confident

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Mail advices 


from Japan, including official and pri- 
vate letters and files of newspapers, 
have been received at the Japanese 
legation in this city. The Tai Won 
Kun, father of the king of Corea, has 
been declared regent of that country. 
When the last demands of Mr. Oteri, 
the Japanese minister to Corea (who 
is reported to have been assassinated 
a few days 
ago) 
had 
been re- 


fused 
by the Corean government 


he started for the palace to have a per- 
sonal interview with his majesty. His 
troops also acted as escort to the Tai 
Won Kun at the latter'f, request. When 
the party was about to enter the pal- 
ace it was flred on by men wearing 
the uniform of Corean foldiers. The 
Japanese repulsed the attack, and Mr. 
Oteri and the king's father proceeded 
to the royal chamber where the king 
appointed the Tai Won Knn regent. 
It is claimed that the attacking party 
consisted of Chinese soldiers in dis- 
guise. The Japanese press is exceed 
ingly pleased with the appointment oi 
the Tai Won Kun. 


Liberal subscriptions have been re 


ceived by the Japanese government for 
the troops in Corea. Many entertain- 
ments with this objtct in view are be- 
ing held, and these and other efforts 
closely resemble the affairs given to 
provide clothing and material comforts 
for both the union and confederate 
troops during the late war. Actors 
have tendered the proceeds of per- 
formances and wealthy people have 
subscribed many thousand yen. The 
empeior has followed this patriotic 
spirit by a donation of cigarettes 
and saki for 
the 
troops. 
It is 


interesting to 
note 
that 
200,000 


catties of biscuit ordered by the war 
department were made of second grade 
American flour, which is considered su- 
perior to the Japanese flour. A scheme 
to sell the common property in Yoko- 
hama and to contribute the money to 
war expenses is not likely to be re- 
alized 
There is a strong suspicion 


that the schemers are taking advan 
tage of the popular frenzy about the 
war to purchase the property on easy 
terms. 


Patriotism in Japan is apparently al- 


most general. News of victories over 
the Chinese sets the population wild 
with enthusiasm. The supply of vol- 
unteers for war service exceeds the de- 
mand. Japanese professional wrestlers 
of whom there are many, have offeree 
their services, to be formed into an or- 
ganization of ''strong men," and t 
Japanese newspaper estimates that 
Nishinoumi, the champion, will be a 
match for nine and two-thirds China 
men. Fencing masters and their pu 
pils have also applied for enlistmeni 
for the avowed purpose of cutting ofl 
Chinese pigtails with heads attached 


A number of fires have broken out in 


Chinese quarters of Japanese towns 
and these usually result in fights be 
tween mobs of each nationality. The 
people have managed to protect the 
Chinese in these affrays, acting undo 
instructions to pi event the Japanese 
from insulting, assaulting or hustling 
Chinese residents within the border 
of the empire. 


Many Chinese have attempted to dis 


guise themselves. The owners of 
Chinese lottery have, it is reported, lei 
their hair grow, cut off their cues ant 
adopted the Japanese costume. 


Speculation is rife in Japan as t< 


what demands should be made on 
China after she is defeated, for tha 
end is accepted as a surety. One news 
paper says China should be made t 
pay an indemnity of 850,000,000 yen in 
gold, while another hopes that Chin 
will be compelled to promise not to in 
terfere in Corean affairs and the islanc 
of Cormosa will be ceded to Japan 
Another paper says that after reduc- 
ing the Chinese goverment to submis 
sion, "if It should prove incapabl 
of inaugurating a new epoch of prog 
ress and improvement, or when there 
is danger of internal commotion, Japa 
should take upon herself the respons 
bility of undertaking the reform o 
China just as she is now doing i 
Corea." The general sentiment pre- 
vailing in Japan appears to be in favo 
of the pacification and reform of Core 
and not its forcible annexation. It ; 
the understanding in Japan that th 
government intends to push her troops 
straight to Peking.

St. John flatly denied the existence of 


blacklist. Other witnesses were also 


heard during the day. The strikers 
offered the testimony of Engineer John 
Norton in rebuttal. He swore he was, 
as he expressed it, "blacklisted" by the 
Rock Island road. The commission 
expects to finish its work by August 29. 


Mr. Dunlap told the story of the 


riots. He corroborated General Mana- 
rer St. John's statement of the trou- 
>le. He had on one or two occasions 


n railroad 
ex-employes inciting 


riots, but had not seen them actually 
engaged in overt acts, although he had 
observed them in the midst of crowds 
which as a whole were engaged in 
rioting. 


Chief of Police Brennan succeeded 


Mr. Dunlap. His orders to the Chicago 
)olice force were to protect property, 
disperse mobs and preserve the peace. 
This, he claims, they did until July 3 
when the troops arrived. 
Then the 


city authorities in a measure gave place 
,o the national authorities. 
Three 


thousand officers were on duty during 
the strike. 
Chief Brennan testified 


that 
the 
only 
time he saw a 


mob it was made up of women and 
children, with only a few men. He 
made the statement that the entire po- 
iee force was kept constantly busy for 
a week obeying the calls of railroad 
companies. 
Eveiy such call 
was 


>romptly responded to. "The deputy 
narshals were more in the way than 
of service," said Chief Brennan. 
"The 


lolice force frequently had occasion to 
irrest them for indiscriminate shoot- 
ng. I have here the record showing 
that three of the United States deputy 
marshals were arrested for highway 
robbery. They are now in the county 
jail." 


The interesting statement was made 


;hat tho average arrests in the city are 
100 a day. The average was no higher 
during the strike than before it. 


John L. Norton was called in rebut- 


;al of evidence given by witnesses for 
Hie railroads that the railroads be- 
.onging to the General Managers' as- 
sociation did not refuse to give work to 
American Railroad union men. Mr. 
Norton testified that he got work on 
the Calumet & Blue Island road as a 
Locomotive engineer and made one trip, 
when he was told the Rock Island road, 
over part of whose tracks the Calumet 
& Blue Island runs, had barred him off 
the Rock Island tracks 
He went to 


Snpt. Dunlap, who told him the only 
reason for this action was that he was 
a member of the American Railway un- 
ion. 
From this circumstance Mr. Mor 


ton drew the conclusian that the Kocl 
Island road had a blacklist.
